The Democra tic ca ndida te cha rged tha t 
Assemblyma n Wilson v oted a ga inst a mo­ 
tion to discha rge a Democra tic bill to in­ 
crea se sickness-disa bility benefits from $33 
to $40 a week a nd to do nothing more. 
Wha t he fa ils to mention is tha t a week 
before this motion wa s ma de, a ll Repub­ 
lica ns v oted for a nd pa ssed a bill which 
not only increa sed benefits from $33 to $40 
a week but extended the benefit period 
from 13 to 20 weeks. 
There wa s a lso the cha rge tha t Assem­ 
blyma n Wilson v oted a ga inst discha rging 
from committee, a bill which would ha v e 
a ppropria ted $2 million for disa ster a id. 
But the Democra tic ca ndida te conv eniently 
a nd willfully omitted these fa cts: 
Tha t the Republica n Legisla ture pa ssed 
a Republica n bill which would ha v e pro­ 
v ided a method for flood relief (but Ha rri- 
ma n v etoed the bill). 
Tha t Assemblyma n Wilson, who is fa lsely 
a ccused of v oting to keep the Democra t 
bill in committee, wa s, in fa ct, the intro­ 
ducer through the Rules Committee, of a 
compromise bill which Gov ernor Ha rri- 
ma n signed. 
Tha t a lthough 
this bill a ppropria ted 
$1,500,000 for flood relief the Ha rrima n 
a dministra tion ha s a ctua lly pa id out (a s of 
October 24, 1956) only $206,935.42 of the 
$1,500,000 which the Legisla ture ma de 
a v a ila ble. 
Tha t, of a group of disa ster a id cla ims 
disclosed by the Depa rtment of Public 
Works on September 13, tota ling $261,- 
707.28, eighty-nine per cent were cla ims 
of the City of New York tota ling $232,554. 
Howev er, these cla ims were listed under 
the na me of the upsta te counties such a s 
Westchester a nd Ulster simply beca use the 
New York City reserv oirs which the City 
cla ims were da ma ged by la st yea r’s floods 
a re loca ted in those counties. This did not 
lea v e v ery much spent in upsta te munici­ 
pa lities. 
The two other offices to be filled this 
yea r in Ulster County a re those of judge 
of the surroga te court a nd sheriff.

Wha t Grea t Brita in a nd Fra nce fa ced a s a iT- 
sult of the emergence of Na sser a s the Egyptia n 
Hitler wa s na tiona l suicide. The United Sta tes 
fa ced nothing more gra v e tha n the na tiona liza ­ 
tion of America n oil compa nies in Ara bia n coun­ 
tries. Sov iet Russia fa ced the possibility of esta b­ 
lishing itself in the Mediterra nea n. India fa ced 
the possibility of increa sing its scope a s the lea d­ 
er of the Ba ndung na tions. 
It ha s been known since J uly when Na sser 
seized the Univ ersa l Suez Ca na l Compa ny tha t 
Grea t Brita in a nd Fra nce would ha v e to do some­ 
thing specific a nd dra ma tic to sa v e their pla ce 
a mong na tions. Under the pressure of America n 
a nti-colonia lism, both were losing their pla ce in 
the world, wherea s Sov iet Russia wa s emerging 
a s the principa l power on Ea rth. 
Na sser ha d dedica ted himself to the esta blish­ 
ment of a n Ara bic Empire with himself a t its 
hea d a nd ha d formed a n a llia nce with Sov iet Rus­ 
sia . Did the West ha v e to wa it until Na sser ha d 
a chiev ed his goa l? Wa s Ca iro to be a nother 
Munich? Wa s Eden tb be a second Cha mberla in? 
During the Suez Ca na l conferences, the British 
a nd the French followed J ohn Foster Dulles’ 
schemes for a Users’ Associa tion only to discov er 
tha t wha t Dulles rea lly mea nt wa s the dev elop­ 
ment of a mecha nism for further negotia tions 
with Na sser. 
It is true tha t wffien their scheme wa s ha tched 
to do by force wha t could no longer be a chiev ed 
by ta lk, they did not only not consult their a lly, 
the United Sta tes, but they ga v e the United Sta tes 
no informa ion. But tha t is no rea son why we 
should not ha v e been informed. After a ll, much 
of wha t dev eloped ha d to bo ov ert a nd this coun­ 
try spends hundreds of millions on a n espiona ge 
orga niza tion to get a t cov ert informa tion. How­ 
ev er, the truth undoubtedly is, a s the President 
sa id, tha t we knew’ nothing of the joint a ction of 
Isra el, Fra nce a nd Grea t Brita in a ga inst Na sser. 
It is sta rtling to discov er tha t our principa l 
a llies. Grea t Brita in a nd Fra nce, do not trust the 
gov ernment of the United Sta tes with their pla ns 
not only beca use their pla ns differ from ours but 
a lso beca use they ha v e found tha t somehow we 
a lwa ys support the underdog ev en if he is a s ra bid 
a s Na sser. It is not ea sily forgotten tha t Holla nd 
lost her Ea st India n Empire, Fra nce, her North 
'Africa n Empire, Grea t * Brita in, India a nd Suez 
beca use of America n policies pursued since the 
time of Woodrow Wilson. We a re not, for the 
moment, discussing wha t is right or wrong but 
tha t the United Sta tes ha s frightened these cdun- 
tries by a doctrina ire pa cifism a nd a tendency to 
a ppea se Sov iet Russia , Nehru of India a nd now 
Na sser of Egypt. 
The United Sta tes ha d its fill in the Korea n 
Wa r a nd its a ttitude is na tura lly different from 
tha t of Grea t Brita in a nd Fra nce. Nev ertheless, 
no one ca n or does question tha t these ha v e been 
Na sser’s objectiv es: 
1. To esta blish a n Ara bic Empire with himself 
a t its hea d extending ov er the whole of North 
Africa a nd including J orda n. Syria a nd ev entua lly 
Ira q a nd Sa udi Ara bia ; 
2. To elimina te a ll Western influences from 
Africa a nd Ara bic Asia ; 
3. To extermina te Isra el; 
4. To ma inta in a n a llia nce with Sov iet Russia 
j a imed a t the West; 
5. Absolute control of the Suez Ca na l; 
6. Elimina tion of the West from Ara bia n oil 
! fields. 
The West includes the United Sta tes. It is the 
America n a ssumption tha t Na sser ca n bo de­ 
stroyed by economic pressures. It is the British 
a nd French a ssumption tha t he ca nnot be. If the • 
British a nd French a re correct, it would be too 
la te to prov e tha t the America ns a re incorrect, 1 
beca use by tha t time, Na sser would be so strong 
tha t nothing could budge him. Therefore the : 
British a nd the French a cted before a ction 
be­ 
ca me futile. Their objectiv es a re; 
1. To prev ent the Sov iet Univ ersa l Sta te from 
expa nding into Ara bic countries until a t lea st 
Egypt a nd possibly some other Ara bia n countries 
beca me pa rt of the Sov iet bloc; 
^ 2. To sa fegua rc^Middle Ea stern oil upon w’hich 
Western Europe ha s become dependent: 
3. To preserv e the Suez Ca na l for the use of 
a ll na tions in a ccorda nce with the 1888 Conv en­ 
tion;

We a re a ll fa milia r with the frequency with 
which “ ov erwork” is bla med for both menta l a nd 
physica l ills but just how correct is this dia gnosis? 
In the J ourna l of the America n Medica l Associa ­ 
tion, Dr. J a ckson Bla ck, Univ ersity of Nebra ska 
College of Medicine, reports the results of a sur­ 
v ey of 91 pa tients seen for psychia tric consulta ­ 
tion ov er a four-yea r period. 
Stress ca used by 
the indiv idua l’s occupa tion wa s considered a pre­ 
cipita ting fa ctor in the emotiona l illness. “ In the 
! professiona l (a nd ev en more a mong the la ity) 
j ‘ov erwork’ is ra nked next to injury to the hea d a s 
' a n infa nt a s a beginning ca use in menta l illness; 
! these idea s persist in spite of a la ck of substa n- 
j tia ting reports in medica l litera ture.” 
Fifty-four of the pa tients in this series w’ere 
j referred for priv a te consulta tion a nd the rema in- 
| ing 37 were employees of one la rge industria l or- 
i ga niza tion. 
Wha t wa s found? 
Eighty-four of 
| these pa tients (or 93 per cent) ha d difficulties tha t 
; w’ere not directly rela ted to the w’ork itself but 
j ra ther resulted from conflicts with other em- 
! ployees, a n illness in a nother employee doing the 
I sa me type of work, or a pre-existing tension sta te 
I tha t led to the pa tient’s a cquiring ma ny undue 
obliga tions for himself. Nine pa tients ha d symp­ 
toms typica l of conv ersion hysteria (a process by 
which emotions become tra nsformed into physica l 
symptoms) a fter a n injury w’hile a t work.

only sev en pa tients could the emotiona l ills be 
| directly a ttributed to the work itself.

The ma jority of this group (481 ha d symptoms 
: tha t resulted from disa greement with their im- 
j media te superv isor. Except for the wording, the 
; compla ints were the sa me whether the pa tient 
wa s one of the less importa nt v ice-presidents of a 
na tiona l concern, a secreta ry in a la rge office, or 
. a section ha nd » doing ma nua l la bor for a ra ilroa d. 
| These pa tients would be described a s ha v ing a n 
| a nxiety rea ction a nd show’ed certa in simila rities 
of response a nd beha v ior.

Wha t were these pa tients like? 
In genera l, 
they disliked a rgument or a ny outwa rd expres- 
j sion of a nger or hostility; they were conscientious 
! a nd a cutely a wa re of their responsibilities in their 
¡work a nd to their fa milies. 
They were inclined 
! to persist in their w’ork in spite of the unplea sa nt­ 
ness ra ther tha n fa ce the insecurity a nd cha nge 
j of routine tha t finding other employment would 
ca use. Their beha v ior wa s consistent in tha t they 
showed the sa me type of beha v ior in their home 
j a s a t work, which not infrequently led to their 
being imposed upon. 
Usua lly the trouble bega n when a new super- 
( v isor a t a ny lev el wa s hired who believ ed the most 
efficient method of obta ining production wa s to 
consta ntly dema nd a nd nev er pra ise. The tech­ 
nique would v a ry from the forema n who shouted 
a t his men a nd wa s a busiv e a nd sa rca stic to the 
equa lly irrita ting genera l ma na ger who checked 
ev ery deta il of ev ery depa rtment a nd found some 
item worthy of criticism but none of pra ise. We 
a ll know* tha t a “ pa t on the ba ck" is a pprecia ted 
a nd the employer, superv isor, or other pa rson who 
ha s a uthority ov er others should a lwa ys keep 
this in mind. A person quite often rema ins in a 
job, when he could better himself fina ncia lly else­ 
where, beca use he feels tha t his work is a ppre­ 
cia ted where he is a nd fe^ls tha t such a pprecia ­ 
tion more tha n ma ke up for the lesser income he 
deriv es from his w’ork.

H O W PO LITIC A L "FO O T B A LL" 
C O S T Y O U s500,000 


On January 8, 1956, two flood-relief bills were simultaneously in­ 
troduced by Democrats in the Assembly and Senate — providing $2,- 
000,000 to restore damaged public facilities. On January 10, Gov. 
Harriman sent a special message to the Legislature urging immediate 
passage of the bills. 


These bills were pigeon-holed in committee by Republican chair­ 
men. On Feb. 12, Mayor Eugene Glusker wrote an open letter to Sen­ 
ator Wicks demanding legislative action. On Feb. 16, Senator Wicks 
replied in a published letter that he wanted more information on 
where the money would be spent.

Wicks that a major part of the money 
would be spent right in this area. On Feb. 20, Mayor Glusker organ­ 
ized a Motorcade to Albany, in an attempt to force the Republicans to 
release the bills. 


Despite this, on March 6, both Senator Wicks and Assemblyman 
Wilson voted against bringing the $2,000,000 flood-relief bill out of 
Committee! 


On the last day of the legislative session, March 31, Mr. Wilson 
made his 
big play : he introduced a flood bill in his own name which 
was a word-for-word copy of the original Democratic bill — with one 
big difference: The appropriation was chopped by $500,000. And Mr. 
Wilson proudly claims credit for the bill. 


FURTHERMORE . .. during the floods lost year, Mr. Wilson NEVER 
called or wrote the stricken communities to find out if help was need­ 
ed. And he NEVER contacted state officials to obtain assistance.

Would have provid­ 
ed additional $4.00 weekly for each dependent of persons receiving unemployment in­ 
surance (limit of 3 persons).
